in Very Warm 


Letter. 


PRESIDENCY IS OPEN TO 
ALL. 


President Asserts That Mass of Amer- 


ican Voters Do Not Consider Creed 
In Casting Their Ballots for Beat 
Man for Olfiue. 


Washington, 
Xov. 0. — "Secretary 


TaJt's religious faith is purely his own 
private concem and not ii Tnatter tor 
•general discussion and political dis- 
crimination," sajs President Roosevelt 
in u. letter he made public last night 
In which, ho answers^munoroiis corre- 
spondents. The president sr.ys'Jie de- 
ferred the publication ot th'e letter un- 
til now to avoid any agitation likely to 
influence th« election. The-letter-fol- 
lows: 


"Mr Dear-Sir—I foave received your 


letter.running iu part as follows: 


" 'WUlo It Is claimed almost tmt- 


Tersally that .religion should not enter 
into -polities', yet there is no denying 
that it doea, and the masa ol til a vot- 
ers that are not Catholics will not sup- 
port a mail for any office, especially 
lor president of tho United States', who 
is a Roman CAtholic. 
" 'Since Taft ha* been nominated for 


president by .the Republican party it 
IB being circulated and is constantly 
urged «is a reason Tor not votin'u Cor 
Tatt bhat lie is au infiJel (Unitarian.) 
and his wife and brother Roman Cath- 
olics. . * * * It his feelings are in 
sympathy with .the Roman, Catholic 
church, on account oE his wito and 
brother -being Ciubollcs that would DM 
(7bjeetlonahle ,to a sufficient number 
ot voters to <lefeat. lilm. On-the othev 
hand,.it he le;an infidel that would be 
eure to moan defeat. 
» * * I am 


writing this letter for the sole purpose 
ot jiving Mr. Taft an opportunity to 
let the 'World taow what his relle'ous 
tHSliOt is.1 


. Considers It an Outrage. 


"J 'received many suclx letters as 


yours during tho campaign, express- 
ing dissatisfaction T.ith Mr. Tart on 
religious grounds; some ot them on 
the ground that tie ^as a TTniturian 
»nd others on. the ground that he was 
BUB-pected to .be Tu sympathy • with. 
Catholics. I Hjid not answer, any of 
these letters during t'ue campalgu be- 
cause l regarded It as an, outrage even 
to asitate such a question as a man's 
relig'ous convictions with the nurpoHO 
of inQuencing a political election. But 
now that-the campaign Is over, when 
there is opportunity for man caltuly to 
consider whither such propositions an 
tnose you make In your letter would 
lead, I wish to Invite them to con"1'1'" 
tihem, and I have selected your letter 
to answer because you advance both 
'the objections commonly urged againot 
Mr. Taft, mniely, that he is a Uni- 
tarian and also that he is suspected ot 
sympathy with the CathoUcs. 


"You ask that Mr. Tatt. all ill Met 


•the world know what his .religious be- 
lief is.' This is purely his owt- pri- 
vate concern, and U is a matter be- 
twfon him and his JlakPr. a matter 
for his own conscience; and to requlro 
Jt to be nmde public under penalty of 
political discrimination, is to noRutivo 
the first principles ot our government, 
which guarantees complet-e religious 
libtrty and the right TO otioh man to 
act in religious affairs as hia own con- 
ecionce dictates. Mr. Tuft never asked 
•ny advice in the matter, but If lie had 
asked it 
I shuuld have emphatically 


advised him amlnst thus stating pub- 
licly his rellglmiij belief. The demand 
for a statement of a candidate's reli- 
gious "belief can have no meuning ex- 
cept tbat there may bo discrimination 
for or against him because of that bo- 
llef. Discriminaiion against the lioidcr 
of one faith m«an& retaliatory discrim- 
ination against men of other faiths. 
The inevitable result of entering upou 
such a practice would be an abandon- 
ment of our real freedom of conscience 
und a reversion to the dreadful cond1- 
tions ot religious dissension which in 
so many land1* ha\e proved fatal lo 
true liberty, to true, religion and to all 
advance in civilization. 


Religious Intolerance. 


"To discriminate against a'<thorough- 


ly •toright citizen because ho belong., 
to some particular church or "because, 
like Abraham fUncoln. 'he 'ha-> not 
avowed his allegiance to any church. 
is an outrage attains" that liberty of 
conscience which is one of the founda- 
tiorvfi ot American liberty. You are. en- 
titled to know whether a man bPekin*? 
your suffrages is a man ot olean and 
upright life, honorable In all his deal- 
ings with hia follows, and fit by ciimll- 
floation -and purpose to do well in the 
jrreat office for which he is a candi- 
date, but you are not entitled'to know 
matters which He purely between him- 
eel? and his Maker. It it is proper or

Americans are proud, then it would be 
equally proper to support or oppose a 
mnn because ot WB views on Justin- 
cation Ijy fnith, or tho method o£ ad- 
ministering the sacrament, or the go ;- 
pel of salvation liy works. If you once 
eater on such a citreer there is abso- 
lutely no limit at Tvliich you cau legit- 
imately stop. 


Should Mak» No Difference. 


"So much for your objections to "Mr. 


Taft oecause he is a "Unitarian. Now. 
for your objections to him because you 
think his wlfe> and brother to be Ho- 
imm Catholic*. As ir happens 
they 


are not; "but If thev were, or if ho 
•were a Homan Catholic hfrn^ef 
it 


ought not to aft&ot in tihe tllghtest 
de^r^s any nia-n'y bLipi.ortuig hint ior 
tht< position o: president. You s.iy th.u
